II. The Resurrection of Jesus Christ 
(l.nke 2-1:1 12). 

The supreme test of t’hrlstlanliy Is 
the resurrection of .lesms UhrWt from 
I the ilead. It matters little what 
I .lesus said and did while alive. If his 
j body remained In tlie grave. If h« 
] did not come forth In triumph from 
I the tomb, then nil his claims are 
! false. t)ti the other hand. If he did 
arise, all his claims are true. 

; 1. The empty sepulchre (vv. 1 3). 

a. The coming of the women (v.1). 
As an expression of afTeetlonate n*- 
gard for the .Masier. they came with 
spices for Ills body. 

b. What they found (vv. 2, A). When 
they came to the sepulchre they found 
the stone had lonm removed, hut they 
found not the body of Je^us. For 
them to have found his body In the 
sepulchre would have been the world's 
greatest tragedy. The empty tomb 
spoke eloquently of the deity and pow¬ 
er of the Son of (iod (Umiu. l:t). 

2. The message of the men In shin 
Ing garments (vv. -IS). 

a. “Why seek ye the livlnx among 
the dead?" (v. 5). The ungels' qiie.s- 
t.oo has continued to reverberate 
tlirough the centuries. 

b. 'lie is not herv. but l.s risen'* 
(V. 0). .lesiis, beiore he wa-i cruel- 
fled, had told lli<>m that Die Uird 
mu>t be beira.M'd and mieitjed and 
tiiut on the thini day be would riM*. 

3. 'J he Women witnessing to the 
eleven (>v, P-IU. Their thrilling testi¬ 
mony concerning the empty tonih and 
tile words ot tlie angels u(qK*ared to 
the apostles as Idle tales. 

4. Pel *r inveHtlgating (v. 12). While 
the testlmtmy of the women seemed as 
idle tales, Peter wa?« not of the tern 
tHTuineut to lightly dismiss the matter 
Therefore, he run to the s«‘pulchre. 

; t'pon close inve.'«iigiitiou he found the 
' linen clothes lying in such a way as 
to prove the reality of the resurrec- 
tlon. 

III. Jesus Preparing a Place in 
Heaven for His Own (.lohu U;l-3). 

'The hojs's of the disciples were ut¬ 
terly shattered when Je.sus told them 
about the ltos-. lie consoled them 
I by polotliig to the reunion in the Fa 
ther's house. Tins he did hy 

1. Asking them to trust in him 
even as God (v 1). Faith in the <Jod- 
uiau. t'hrist Jesus, wiii steady the 
! heart no inulltT how iiuen.se ihu grief. 

2. By informing them liiut he was 
, going to the Father's iiouse to prepare 
j a home for them (v. 2). lie declared 
j that in that hoiHe tiiere were many 
I abiding places, ilenveii is an eternal 
dwelling ipIu.-h for God's children. 

I 3. lly u>suriiig ilieni tliut he would 
! come again uud e>cort them to heaven 
j (v. 3). lie will come and cull forth 
^ from the grave those who have died 
and trunstorm living believers and 
take them all together to he with him 
forever in the heavenly tmme (1 Thess. 
4:10. 17). 

IV. Jesus Christ Is the Way to the 
Heavenly Father (Jidm M;I0). 

In answer to Thom.ts* interposed 
doubt Jesus a.sM'ried. 

1. Tliut he is the w ly (v. 0). Jesus 
Christ Is more than a mere guide to 
God or a teacher, lie is ilie way Itself, 
the very door of the slM*epfoId, the 
gateway to the tree ot Ufe. 

2. The truth (v. b). Ue U uot 
merely the teacher, tiui the truth In¬ 
carnate. In his incarnation the spir¬ 
itual and material wurlds were united. 
Therefore, every line of truth, whether 
Spiritual or uiuteriui. converges lu him. 

3. The Ufe (v. Uj. Christ Is not 
merely the giver of Uif. but the very 
•ssence of life. Only those who re¬ 
ceive Christ have Ufe in the true 
tense.

Of holy 
books he had tw'o: the Bible and 
Knunanue! Swedenborg, w’hirh he > 
rend aloud to border fuiiilllcs by the { 
light of cabin llres; he ate no meat, 
killed no living creatures—not even 
venomous reptiles—befriended ani¬ 
mats. went unharmed, though nil but 
nake<l. In n savage wilderness that | 
te4uned with wild beast.s and Indians, | 
and tlii‘«e lust venerated him ns a 
powerful "medicine." In 1'''12 he 
siirt'ud the alarm of an impending In¬ 
dian attack and saved hiimlreds of 
settlors from innssaire. But more 
, titan saint, he was nrtl.st, and his 
art-form was the npide. It was a 
passionate cNinvictloii with him that 
the tree slnnild be ra!.se<l from the 
seed, ninl he cho.se hU orchani sites 
for fertility and plrlnresqueness 
' with the fasiltllons ta.ste of i>oet and 
* painter, fenced the enclosure, ninl 
retnrneil each year to tend his trees.
